On October 20, 2005, the State Water Resources Control Board (State Water Board) continued

discussion and consideration of two amendments to the Central Valley Regional Water Quality
Control Board's (Central Valley Water Board) Water Quality Control Plan for the Central Valley

Region, Sacramento River and San Joaquin River Basins (Basin Plan). The amendments would

incorporate TMDLs: (1) to control salt and boron discharges in the Lower San Joaquin River,

and (2) to control factors contributing to dissolved oxygen impairment in the Stockton Deep
Water Ship Channel.

The State Water Board directed staff to re-open the public comment period for the State Water
Board's consideration of approval of the two Basin Plan amendments. Both amendments were

adopted by the Central Valley Water Board after extensive opportunity for public comments. In
addition, the State Water Board received and heard extensive comments on these amendments at
its workshop on October 5,2005. Comments previously submitted to the Central Valley Water
Board and the State Water Board are part of the administrative record before the State Water
Board. Therefore, do not submit to the State Water Board comments that were previously
submitted.
